One might have ſeen 
ſomething in hef Compoſition reſem- 
bling the Formatian of Epicure his 
World, as if every Atome of Beauty 
had concurr*d to unite an excellency. 
Had that curious Painter - lived in her 
days, he might have avoided his pain- 
fut ſearch, when he colleted from the 
choiceſt , pieces the moſt choice Fea- 
tures, and by a due Diſpoſition and 
Judicions Symmetry of thoſe exquilite 
rts, made one whole and . perfe(t 
enus, Nature ſeeny'd here to have 
play'd the- Plagiary, and to have 
molded into Subſtance the moſt re- 
fined Thoughts of inſpired Poets, 
Her Eyes diffus'd Rays comfortable 
as 
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as warmth, and piercing as the light ; 
they would have worked. a. pal- 
ſage through the ſtraighteſt Pores, 
and with. a delicious heat, have play'd 
about the moſt obdurate frozen Heart, 
untill *ewere melted down 19 Love. 
Such Majeſty and Aﬀeability were in 
her Looks; ſo alluring, yet com- 
manding was her Preſence, that it 
mingled awe. with love; kingling a 
Flame which trembled to aſpire. She 
had danced much, which, together 
with her being cloſe masked, gave 
her a tinure of Carnation more than 
ordinary.

As foon as heawaked and found his 
Speech- come to him, he employ*d it

That it - was 
ſuddain, he denied, for ſhe had raiſed 
it by degrees from his firſt. fight of 
her, by a continued diſcovery. ,of 
Charms, in her Mien and Converſa- 
tion, till ſhe thought fit to ſet Fire to 
the Train ſhe had laid, by the Light-
